REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  South  Carolina  School 
for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind ; 


Gentlemen : 

This  is  my  first  report  to  you  as  Superintendent  and  the  one 
hundred  twenty-second  annual  report  of  the  South  Carolina 
School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind.  It  is  my  pleasure  to  sul)init 
it  to  you  to  inform  you  of  the  major  activities  of  the  School 
during  the  year  1969-1970. 

Because  there  was  a change  in  Superintendents  on  duly  1. 
1969,  the  first  in  over  thirty-nine  years,  I shall  briefly  review 
those  who  have  led  the  School  from  the  date  of  its  founding 
on  January  22,  1849.  The  founder.  Reverend  Newton  Pinckney 
Walker,  was  the  head  of  the  School  for  twelve  years  until  his 
death  on  Novemher  13,  1861.  No  immediate  successor  was  ap- 
])ointed  but  his  faithful  and  devoted  wife,  IMrs.  IMartha  L. 
Walker,  carried  on  his  work  with  the  assistance  of  the  teachers 
and  other  helpers.  Then  followed  the  difficult  times  during  the 
(Tvil  War  and  in  1865,  the  School  was  closed  for  an  indefinite 
period.  In  October,  1866,  it  was  reopened  with  Mr.  J.S.  Ilugh- 
•ston,  a brother  of  IMrs.  Martha  L.  Walker  and  former  pupil  of 
the  School,  and  Mr.  Newton  F.  IValker,  a son  of  the  founder,  as 
Associate  Principals.  However,  it  was  again  closed  after  one  ses- 
sion because  of  lack  of  funds.  The  School  reopened  in  the  fall  of 
1869  with  Mr.  Hughston  as  its  Su])crintendent.  He  resigned  in 
1872  and  IMr.  N.P''.  Walker  became  Su])erintendent.  The  School 
Avas  again  closed  from  Se])tember.  1873,  until  September,  1876. 
at  Avhich  time  the  School  reopened  again  under  the  superinten- 
dency of  iMr.  N.F.  IValker.  and  has  been  in  continuous  operation 
since  that  date.  Dr.  N.F.  'Walker  served  as  Superintendent  until 
his  death  on  Fel>ruary  5.  1927,  Avhich  covered  a period  of  more 
than  sixty-one  years  of  service.  He  AA*as  succeeded  by  his  son. 
Dr.  William  Laurens  IValker,  whose  death  occurred  on  March 
21,  1931,  and  avIio  Avas  succeeded  by  his  son,  'William  lauirens 
Walker,  Jr.,  Avho  retired  on  June  30,  1969,  after  more  than  thir- 
ty-nine j^ears  as  Superintendent.  iMr.  NeAvton  F.  Walker,  II.  also 
the  son  of  IVilliam  Laurens  IValker  and  the  great-grandson  of 
the  founder,  is  the  present  Superintendent  of  Cedar  S])ring. 
liaving  as.sumed  the  position  on  July  1,  1969.

'rile  total  amount  of  money  spent  diiriii”'  the  year  was 
$1,800,084.53.  Of  this  amount.  $1.04 1.1 30. ‘24  was  aiijiropriated  by 
South  (dirolina  and  $158,948.2!)  was  from  various  federal  pi’o- 
"rams.  d'he  federal  money  duihn;L!:  the  year  jirovided  summer 
school  for  the  deaf,  blind,  and  aphasic  children;  outside  recrea- 
tional tennis  and  basketball  courts;  outside  skating’  rink  for  the 
blind  children;  and  library  books  for  the  deaf  children. 

On  July  1.  1909.  a new  .state-wide  classification  system  was 
inaiio'urated  which  affected  all  of  the  iiersonnel  at  Cedar  Spi-in<j:. 
All  personnel.  exce])t  the  Sipierintendent  and  teaclu'rs.  weiv 
classified  and  ])laced  on  a certain  ^rade  with  a minimum  and 
maximum  salary.  The  establishment  of  this  classification  system 
1)oosted  the  salary  of  many  of  our  employees  at  the  School.  The 
Oeneral  .V.ssembly  passed  a new  State  Aid  sahu-y  .schedule  for 
teachers  which  resulted  in  an  average  increase  of  ap])roximately 
$050.00  for  all  of  our  teachers. 

On  June  20.  1970.  Governor  Kobert  K.  McXair  appointed  the 
followina’  members  of  the  Hoard  of  Commissioners  of  the  South 
(hirolina  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind,  as  called  for  by  the 
General  Assembly  when  they  ammended  the  1902  Code  to  re- 
constitute the  Board;

To  date,  it  has  not  been  determined 
when  the  South  (’arolina  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  will 
receive  any  of  this  money.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRIXCTPAL  OE  THE  SCHOOL 

FOR  THE  P>LL\I) 


'I’he  School  for  the  Pliiid  had  an  enrollment  of  173  for  the 
19()9-19T0  session.  Of  this  nninher.  49  were  in  un<j:raded  cla.sses, 
due  to  lack  of  ])revioiis  school  experience  or  low  ability.  We  have 
'll  full-time  and  (>  [)art-time  teachers,  including-  academic,  physi- 
cal education,  music.  \ ()cation  and  lihraiw  areas. 

This  school  yeai’  presented  fi'reater  })rol)lems  than  ever  before 
amon<i'  the  children  who  came  for  the  first  time.  Seventeen  were 
(uirolled  who  had  never  been  to  school  before.  Only  six  of  this 
numbei-  were  six  yeai’s  old.  The  othei’s'  a<i,’es  ranged  from  ten 
through  eiii'hteen.  Two  additional  boys,  seventeen  and  eighteen 
yeai’S  of  a<i'e.  who  had  lost  their  si<rht  while  attendinfr  public 
school,  came  during  the  latter  part  of  the  school  year.  They 
spent  the  greater  part  of  their  time  learning  bi-aille.  There  were 
four  additional  pupils  whose  vi.sual  loss  was  so  severe  they  were 
not  able  to  keep  up  with  their  classes  in  public  school.  With  the 
large  {)rint  texts,  which  our  partially  sighted  ])upils  use.  these 
children  were  placed  where  they  could  make  the  most  i)rogre.'^s. 
Blindness  is  the  least  hamlicap  among  the  pu])ils  we  ai’e  getting 
now:  most  of  them  have  multiple  handicaps.

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'Phis  scliool  year  has  hwii  a ])rofital)le  one.  althoujih  not 
speetaeiilar.  Our  teaehers  have  used  to  >rreat  advanta<re  tlie  many 
new  teaehin^  aids  that  were  purchased  last  year,  and  “JO  teachers 
lan-eived  ^I'aduate  civilit  from  the  University  of  South  C'arolina 
for  a course  in  “The  Anatoinv  and  Phvsiolo^v  of  the  Eve.”  Ad- 
ditional  spt>cial  education  courses  are  planned  for  next  year. 

Po  eni-ich  our  pi’o^rams  still  further,  we  adiled  UK)  hiaiilh' 
tith's.  i/oO  lai’^e  print  h(M>ks.  and  ‘i.”)!)  talkincf  hooks  to  oui’  lihi-a- 
vy.  We  also  added  thirty-one  lOMM  motion  picture  films.  Also 
|)Ui-cha.sed  were  ‘20  hraille  writei’s.  two  taj)e  reorders,  and  oiu* 
lan<i:ua^e  mastei-.  Physical  education  is  such  an  ini])ortant  i)has(> 
of  a blind  child's  ti-ainiiiL^  that  we  have  added  an  ohstach* 
course,  in  addition  to  huyin^  many  )>airs  of  roller  skates.  AA’e 
weiv  ama/.ed  that  many  childivn.  whose  coordination  was  >o 
poor.  w(‘ia‘  ahh‘  to  learn  to  skate. 

Continuinjr  our  i>lan  of  ."endin^^  oui-  accehu-ated  students  t(» 
pul)lic  school,  we  had  four  enrolled  at  Si)ai‘tanhui’^  lli^h  School 
this  year.  One  «ifraduated  in  dune,  and  we  expect  to  send  one 
moi'e  stmhmt  next  year.  Textbooks.  iHjuij)inent.  materials  and  tu- 
toi’inL^  sei’vices  ar»‘  supplied  by  our  school. 

f'or  the  |)ast  two  summers  we  have  held  .sessions  for  pupils 
from  the  sixth  thi-oujjfh  the  twelfth  jirades  who  \’oluntarily 
wanted  to  i-etuiai.  Some  i)ui)ils  had  failed  a sul)ject.  otluM> 
needc'd  launedial  help,  and  still  others  worked  toward  exti-a  c-red- 
its.

."chool  V(‘ar  a month.  'I'hi.s  extra  tinu‘  enabled  .some  of  the  older 
|)upils  who  are  l)ejrinnei-s.  to  profit  by  this  extra  help  and  to  he 
]>laced  in  a hijjfher  ^I’ade  next  fall.  Although  only  (>()  pupils  at- 
t(*nded  of  tlie  eli^ilih*.  those  not  stayin<r  would  havi*  heiud'ited 
l>y  th(‘  ex|u‘rienc(‘.

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REPORT  OF  THE  1‘RIXC1PAL  OF  THE  SCHOOL 
FOR  THE  DEAF 

The.  P)(>9-T0  enroll nu'iit  was  874  and  on  May  27  twenty-two 
students  ^Taduated,  ten  reeeivin^  vocational  diplomas  and  twelve 
receiving;  academic  di])lonias.  Four  of  these  students  have  been 
accepted  by  recoji’ni/.ed  institutions  of  higher  leai'nin^,  offering 
decrees  for  hearing'  iinpaii-ed  students.  One  student  will  be  en- 
I'olled  in  the  National  Technical  Institute  for  the  Deaf  in  New 
\ ork  State,  one  student  will  enter  (iallaudet  College  for  the 
Deaf  in  Washin<xton.  D.C..  and  the  reinaininfr  two  students  will 
1)0  attendin^i:  Delfxado  .Iiinior  Collejxe  in  New  Oideans.  The  other 
”'raduates  will  be  enterin<r  the  world  of  work.  ])uttin^  to  use  the 
skills  and  knowledge  ^'ained  at  Cedar  Sprinji;. 

The  ])rofessional  staff  of  the  School  for  the  Deaf  includes 
teachers,  supervisors,  and  special  staff.  nuinl)erin<i:  fifty,  duriny 
the  10t)9-70  school  year.  The.se  dedicated  peo])le  ])rovided  the 
fi'uidance  and  knowled^'e  that  was  needed,  cuhninatinji  in  a vei'y 
successful  year. 

We  were  very  fortunate  this  year  in  4’hackston  Hall  to  have 
small,  homo^'eneous  <2;roupin^s.  allowing  for  the  youny  children 
to  receive  as  much  in  li^ddual  attention  as  possible.  It  was  es- 
pecially noted  in  the  preparatory  grades  this  year  the  imagina- 
tive ways  that  teachei's  were  using  to  motivate  the  “little  ones". 
'I'he  Proce.sses  of  learning  are  very  difficult  for  heai4n,<>-  impaired 
chddi'cn  but  by  creative  teaching  we  feel  that  strides  have  defi- 
nitely been  made. 

Our  students  attending  .school  at  Spring  Hall,  grades  first 
tlii’ough  third,  received  a wealth  of  knowledge  hy  extensive  use 
of  the  library  and  visual  aids  this  year.  The  age  ranges  of  these 
children  sj)an  from  nine  to  fourteen  years  old  and  this  is  the 
time  in  a hearing  impaired  child’s  life  when  there  is  a tremen- 
dous amount  of  subject  matter  that  must  he  presented  and  mas- 
tered. Many  .students  showed  api)reciable  gains,  including  those 
with  limited  abilities.  Several  students  were  referred  to  our 
.school  psychologist  who  has  made  very  hel])ful  suggestions  that 
have  ])roven  to  he  succe.ssful. 

The  educational  unit  in  AValkei’  Hall  houses  grades  foui‘ 
thi-ougli  twelve.  Noticeable  gains  on  the  Stanford  Achievement 
Tests  were  made  by  many  students,  indicating  the  fine  efforts 
on  the  ])ai-t  of  the  administration  and  faculty  to  make  the  cur- 
I’iculum  as  practical  as  ])ossible.  taking  into  consideration  that 
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the  majority  of  this  year's  gi-adiiates  would  be  ^oin^  iiimiediately 
into  situations  that  would  reijuire  j)ractieal  knowledge  of  every 
day  life  (X-eiirrenees. 

In  the  Seh<K)l  for  the  Deaf  we  have  established  a Student 
Council  this  year.  We  anticij)ate  that  through  the  Student  Coun- 
cil a cooperative  relationshi})  will  develop  between  all  students 
anil  einployiH's  of  our  school.  The  main  puri)ose  of  this  body 
will  he  to  hel|)  unify  the  students,  recognize  its  needs,  and  take 
appropriate  action. 

'I’he  South  Cai-olina  ('hapter  of  the  dunior  National  Assix-ia- 
tion  of  the  Deaf  made  history  this  year  by  participating  in  the 
"Student  exchange  Program”.  In  this  program,  the  South  ('ar- 
olina  Chapter  and  the  AVisi-onsin  ('hapter  exchanged  .students  for 
one  semestei-.  \'irginia  Hethke  was  the  student  from  AVisconsin 
and  A'irginia  Pussei-  rei)resented  South  (’ai-olina.  AA’e  feel  that 
the  expei-iimces  gained  l)v  tliese  two  fini'  young  ladies  will  help 
them  return  to  their  home  stati's  and  l)(*come  outstanding  leaders 
of  the  deaf.

'Fitle  I funds  have  been  available  for  teachers  Avisbiii^  to  im- 
prove their  educational  hack<rrounds  and  thei’e  has  been  a defi- 
nite increase  in  the  faculty  takiiifr  advantage  of  this  excellent 
op]iortunity.  T^velve  teachei's  will  he  attending  summer  school 
this  summei-.  taking  courses  directly  related  to  the  education  of 
the  deaf. 

We  have  had  an  exce])tionally  fine  yeai’  in  athletics.  The  foot- 
ball .season  was  very  exciting,  giving  our  .school  its  first  taste 
of  victory  since  resuming  the  sport  four  years  ago.  Our  season’s 
record  was  3-l-().  Our  bantam  football  team  akso  had  a very  fine 
year  [)laying  on  Saturday  mornings  against  similar  teams  in  the 
Spartanburg  area.  These  hoys  ranged  fi'om  age  10  t-o  12  and 
showed  much  determination. 

d'he  hoys  basketball  team  had  a five  hundred  season  and  cap- 
tured second  place  in  the  ISth  Annual  Mason-Dixon  Tourna- 
ment. held  on  the  cam])us  of  the  South  Carolina  School  for  the 
Deaf  and  the  Blind,  la.st  January.  The  tournament  was  a very 
successful  event  due  to  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  entire  faculty 
and  staff.  Six  visiting  teams  from  Alaliama.  Florida,  Louisiana. 
^[ississil)])i.  Tennessee  and  Virginia  spent  four  activity  filled 
days  on  our  campus.  Games,  parties,  contests.  rece])tions  and 
field  tri])s  highlighted  the  ISth  annual  tournament.

Fifty  ])er- 
cent  of  the  <rirls  met  the  standai'd  of  achievement  set  for  their 
ajre  i-anfjfe  in  the  A..V.U.  Fhysical  Fitne.ss  Test.  Twenty  students 
won  the  Presidential  Award  by  scorin'!  eighty-five  percent  or 
alK)ve  on  each  te.s-t,  it(‘in  in  the  A.A.II.P.E.K.  ^’onth  Fitnes'^ 
Pest,  d'hii-ty-three  boys  I'eceived  the  Presidential  Awaial.  dem- 
onstrating outstanding  ability  in  balancr*.  strenirth.  s])eed  and 
ajjility.  Field  Day  1070  was  the  clima.x  of  a fine  yeai-  in  the 
boy.s'  physical  education  department  ))ropram.  Competition  in 
the  various  a^e  <rroupin<rs  was  very  k(>en  and  the  boys  ])ut  foiTh 
their  In'st  effort.s  to  win.  1'he  physical  (‘ducation  de])ai'tm('nt 
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was  strenfrthenod  this  year  by  the  addition  of  equipment  and 
supplies. 

Our  library  collection  was  increased  by  monies  during  the  past 
year  from  the  Federal  Government.  The  students  enjoyed  the 
irreat  variety  in  books  that  was  offered  to  them  by  the  use  of 
these  Federal  Funds.  Captioned  Films  for  the  Deaf  ])rovided  a 
wealth  of  material  that  has  improved  our  instructional  areas  and 
•riven  our  faculty  the  opportunity  for  a multi-media  approach. 
We  hoj^e  that  through  the  continued  use  of  Federal  funds  in  the 
library  and  audio-visual  areas,  we  will  enrich  our  curriculum. 

The  year  19()9-70  is  noAv  history  and  the  results  of  that  year 
may  he  more  accurately  evaluated  as  time  ela])ses.  There  Avere 
some  neAV  innovations,  and  mixed  with  the  fine  efforts  of  the 
personnel  working  Avith  our  deaf  children,  I feel  it  Avas  a profi- 
table year. 


RFPOKT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 


SCHOOL  EOR  APHASICS 


The  closing  of  the  1969-70  school  year  marked  the  ending  of 
the  eighth  year  of  educational-therapeutic  services  to  tAventy  of 
South  Carolina’s  Aphasic  children.  It  also  marked  the  comple- 
tion of  Miss  Katherine  Darden's  first  year  as  Educational 
Su))erA'isor  in  this  school.  Under  her  capable  guidance  and  lead- 
ership, the  program  continued  to  ])rovide  its  specialized  habilita- 
tive  seiwices  to  these  children.  Four  ncAV  children  Avere  admit- 
ted to  the  program  early  in  the  year  to  fill  the  existing  vacancies. 
Each  child  has  made  ]>rogress  in  learning  the  routine  and  sched- 
ule of  the  .school  day. 


Through  the  use  of  a Avide  array  of  up  to  date  supi)lies  and 
many  tyj)es  of  auditory  and  visual  aids  de.signed  es])eciall_y  for 
the  education  and  hahilitation  of  aphasic  children,  it  is  felt  that 
considerable  progre.ss  Avas  made  in  most  areas.  The  teachers 
planned  curricular  activities  to  meet  the  specific  needs  of  each 
})ai-ticipant.  Much  indiAudual  instruction  Avas  necessary  due  to 
the  heterogenou.sness  of  the  lAarticipants  in  chronological  age. 
mental  age  and  ])hysical  and  intellectual  abilities. 

Our  enrollment  this  year  Avas  filled  to  the  capacity  of  tAventy 
.students.  Four  academic  teachers  and  tAvo  alternating  s])eech 
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Miss  Katherine  Darden,  Educational  Supervisor,  School  for  Aphosics 

toacluM's  liavt*  Ikhmi  i*mj)loyt‘(l.  Tho  pi’ujirani  has  been  sot  u})  so 
that,  a low  ti'achor-piipil  ratio  can  h(>  iiiaintainod  in  each  acadoni- 
ic  p<‘riot|.  'riio  (lav  is  dix’idcd  into  six  acadomic  periods.  IIow- 
«*vor.  sti'ict  adhoranco  to  an  acadcinic  schc'dido  is  not  always  fol- 
lowed due  to  tin*  h(‘lero<rcneity  of  this  ^rroiip  of  hrain-injured 
children  and  the  complex  task  of  workinjr  with  iiudtiple  handi- 
caj)ped  childrtui.  'I'he  ciii’ricnlnm  provides  l)oth  the  structure 
and  the  flexil»ility  U(‘C(*s<arv  to  promote  the  academic,  social  and 
(‘motional  growth  of  th(*se  childi’cn. 

A physical  education  program  .stressing  individual  and  team 
sports  was  implemented  this  yt‘ar.  For  the  first  time,  the  Apha- 
sic  children  had  a track  meet  and  were  able  to  participate  in 
the  Awards  Day.  This  has  provided  a jrveat  incentive  for  thes<‘ 
children  to  strive  to  improve  in  their  physical  abilities.  Also. 
thre«‘  of  the  aphasic  students  ])ai-ticipat(‘d  in  the  Vocational  Ke- 
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hahilitation  prooTuni  and  danoin^’  lessons  fur  one  hour  weekly 
were  provided  two  local  service  clubs.  All  three  of  these  pro- 
grams were  so  beneficial  that  they  will  he  implemented  in  the 
lOTO-Tl  school  program. 

Evaluative  techni(]ues  continued  to  he  in  the  form  of  Progress 
Reports  which  ])rovide  a detailed  de.scri])tion  of  teacher  aims 
nnd  .sludent  performance  in  each  area  of  gi-owth. 

Off  campus  field  trij)s  continued  to  provide  valuable  e.xperien- 
ces  for  the  students.  Exani|)les  include  the  city  schools  art  dis- 
play.  :\ri  ss  Marion's  Dancing  Recital,  Cleveland  Junior  High 
School  Circus,  annual  La  Sertoma  Club  cookout,  and  various 
])arties  and  outings. 

Several  ])rofessional  meetings  and  workshops  were  attended 
by  members  of  the  staff  including  the  Anderson  Speech  and 
Hearing  Clinic  workshoj),  the  Spring  Convention  of  the  Green- 
ville Speech  and  Hearing  Association,  a tour  of  Whitten  Village, 
a workshop  on  Dyslexia  at  Greenville’s  IMarshall  Pickens  Ho.s- 
])ital. 

The  goal  of  this  program  has  been  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
child  at  Avhatever  level  or  levels  he  may  be  functioning. 

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ThIE 
J'EACTIER'S  EDECATION  DEPARTMEXT 

d'he  19G9-70  school  term  marks  the  twenty-first  anniversary 
of  the  teacher  training  program  Avhich  is  presented  jointly  by 
Converse  College  and  the  South  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf. 
Including  the  members  of  the  1970  class  a total  of  125  teachers 
liave  graduated  from  this  program  since  its  inception  in  1949. 

Our  program  has  undergone  some  revision  this  past  spring. 
4'he  students  will  continue  to  major  in  j)sychology  of  the  excej)- 
tional  child;  however,  they  will  be  required  to  take  a .sufficient 
number  of  hours  in  general  education  to  meet  the  certification 
requirements  prescribed  by  the  .state  in  which  they  ])lan  to 
teach.  There  have  also  l)een  .some  changes  in  the  ])sychology  re- 
quirements in  order  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  our  .students  in  this 
specialized  area  of  teaching.  We  feel  that  Converse  College  now 
offers  an  exceptional  opportunity  for  the  students  enrolled  in 
the  teacher  training  program  in  that  they  can  take  the  hours  of 
education  pre.scrihed  for  state  certification  in  addition  to  their 
specialized  training,  plus  courses  required  for  a major  in  the 
psychology  of  the  exceptional  child.

Hei' 
lectures,  covering  all  a.spects  of  a pre-.school  program  for  deaf 
children,  Avere  both  informative  and  ins]Aii’ing  to  our  students. 
Mrs.  Sitton's  lectures  Avere  .supplemented  by  a demonstration 
Avith  pre-.school  children  from  the  Anderson  (dinic  and  films 
made  of  the  program  carried  on  Avith  ]iarents  of  young  deaf 
children  at  the  Bill  Wilkerson  Center. 

Tavo  representatives  from  the  Southern  Regional  Media  Cen- 
ter in  Knoxville  ])resented  a short  but  inAuduable  Avorkshoji  to 


the  juniors.  Operation  of  the  over  head  projector  and  the  prej)- 
aration  of  transjuironcies  were  the  princij)al  topics  covered. 

.Vn  in-service  course  was  apiin  offered  at  the  sc1uh)1  last  suiu- 
iner.  'Fwelve  teachers  were  enrolled.  Four  of  the  twelve  teachers 
completed  the  trainin<r  course,  thereby  hrin^in^  the  total  of  in- 
service  traiiunl  teachei-s  to  31.  Credit  for  thest'  c'ourses  is  jjfranted 
hy  Converse  Colle<re.

d'wenty-three  students  were*  fitted  with  hearing  aids  at  the 
.school  this  yeai-.  Xine  of  tlu'se  students  wei-e  .seniors.  AVe  feel 
that  the  hearing  aid  will  1h'  helpful  to  each  of  these  <rraduates 
in  achievinuf  siicce.ss  in  his  v<K-ational  or  colle«xe  careei-.

AVe  would  like  to  expre.ss  oui‘  appreciation  to  ^fr.  Michael  Mc- 
Alli.ster.  \"ocational  Rehabilitation  Counselor  and  Coordinator, 
for  his  afssi.stance  in  f)htainin^  funds  for  the  purchase  of  aids  for 
fourteen  studetits. 
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AVo  are  imlebted  to  the  Pilot  Clnh  of  Spai-tanburjj:  for  its 
contribution  of  three  hundred  dollars  to  our  hearing  aid  fund. 
As  in  previous  years,  repairs  and  accessories  were  provided  for 
indigent  cases  through  funds  donated  by  the  Pilot  Club.  As 
noted  above,  the  Club  also  assisied  with  the  ])urchase  of  two 
hearing  aids. 

Procedures  have  been  worked  out  by  Dr.  J.E.  Padfjett,  »lr., 
(huppled  Children's  Division  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  to 
expedite  the  procurement  of  liearing'  aids  for  those  stiulents  eli- 
gible for  financial  assistance.  Since  the  Crippled  Children’s  Di- 
vision will  take  care  of  elijxible  cases  up  to  13  years  of  age  and 
Vocational  Rehabilitation  will  provide  aids  for  those  14  years  of 
age  and  above,  we  anticipate  fitting  a larger  grou])  of  students 
than  in  the  past.  The  Pilot  Club  plans  to  continue  its  assistance 
to  the  school  in  the  i>urchase  of  aids,  when  additional  financial 
help  is  needed,  and  also  in  providing  accessories  and  repairs. 
Parents  will,  of  course,  be  expected  to  buy  the  aids,  if  financial- 
ly able  to  do  so. 

The  school  participated  in  the  national  census  pi-oject,  initi- 
ated by  (xallaudet  College  last  year  under  a federal  grant.  Au- 
tliological  evaluations  were  done  on  all  new  students  and  on 
those  children  who  for  one  reason  or  auotlier  wei'e  not  tested  last 
year. 

Conferences  have  been  held  Avith  parents  and  teachers  with 
i-eference  to  hearing  tests  and  fitting  and  care  of  hearing  aids. 

At  the  present  time  our  equipment  consists  of  one  I.A.C'. 
.sound-proofed  room,  one  Allison  21 B clinical  audiometer  pur- 
chased in  1054.  and  thi-ee  portable  audiometers.  The  Allison 
audiometer  is  outdated.  Another  sound-proofed  booth  is  needed 
to  ])roA’ide  an  adequate  testing  environment.  The  portable  audi- 
ometers are  in  good  conditon  and  adequate  for  routine  juire  tone 
te.sts. 

The  goals  of  our  department  are: 

1.  'I'o  ]u-ovide  a complete  audiological  evaluation  and  follow-up 
for  each  student  on  campus  as  Avell  as  for  cases  a])])lying  for 
admission. 

2.  To  provide  each  student  with  a hearing  aid  Avhen  this  is  indi- 
cated by  a thorough  evaluation.  A periodic  follow-up  on  each 
child’s  performance  with  an  aid  should  be  an  integral  part  of 
the  program.  A consen-ative  estimate  would  be  that  75  to  100 


acUlitional  students  need  hearing  aids.  If  properly  fitted,  a 
hearinjr  aid  will  benefit  the  child  in  tlie  following  ways: 

A.  Improve  his  communication  skills. 

1>.  Help  him  to  adju.^t  to  the  world  arouiul  him. 

C.  Accelerate  his  educational  achievement. 

I).  Contribute  to  his  |)sycholoirical  wi'll  b('in«r. 

E.  In  the  cas(‘  of  ])rofound  lo.ss.  brin^  in  environmental 
sounds  and  ^ive  him  a sims<*  of  security,  oi'  in  otluM*  words, 
takt'  him  out  of  the  world  of  silence. 

.3.  'I'o  advist'  parents  and  teachers. 

4.  d’o  |)eriodically  check  the  fre<juency  response  of  each  child's 
hearin»r  aid  and  to  |)rovide  for  maintenance  and  repairs. 

.').  I'o  provide  infoi'ination  to  otolof^ists.  the  .sx*h(K)l  pediatrician, 
the  .M'hool  psycholo<rist.  s(H*ial  worker,  sujiervisory  )>er.sonnel. 
teachers,  and  other  int(‘re.sted  })er.sons. 

A\'hile  .some  ju-o^ress  has  been  made  this  j)ast  y(uir.  we  .strongly 
recommend  additional  personnel,  a new  clinical  audiometer,  and 
more  adecpiate  testing  faciliti('s.  if  w<>  ai'c  to  achieve  the  jjfoals 
listed  al)ove. 


REPORT  OE  THE  PSYC'IK )L()(H.ST 

d'his  report  covers  a|)j)roximately  my  fii\st  nine  months  here 
as  p.syeholo^ist  for  this  school.  It  has  be(m  a mo.st  rewardin^T  and 
pei-sonally  satisfvin<r  time.  As  the  first  full-time  psycholo<j:ist 
here  1 found  it  lu'cessarv  to  e.stablish  the  following  j)olicies: 

1.  d'his  de])artment  ])uts  foremost  emphasis  upon  the  inherent 
worth  of  each  indix’idual  pi'rsou  and  r<‘co<xni/('s  him  as  such. 

2.  'I'he  <‘ducation  and  future  independema*  of  tlu*  individual 
chihl  is  of  prime  impoi-tanct'  to  this  department.  Our  evalu- 
ations and  rccommemlations  arc*  ba.sed  upon  this  theme  and 
ai‘c  pointt'd  toward  the  child  as  a n'sponsihh'  individual. 

d h(“  "team”  concept,  a woi-kin<r  to^ethei'  of  s(K’ial  woi’kers. 
teachers.  |)rincipals,  medical  doctor,  parents.  admini.''ti’a- 
tors  and  the  child  for'  his  own  sake. 

4.  I.Q.  is  not  our  main  concern — we  ai'e  fii-st  concerned  with 
th(‘  individual  child,  d'he  child's  I.Q.  is  only  one  dimension 
within  that  child,  d'he  ])ei-sonality  as  well  as  the  various 
facets  of  his  intelli;rence  mu.st  also  be  considered  as  well  as 
his  imalical  and  social  history. 

r>.  The  j)sycholo«rical  evaluation  as  an  holistic  approach  to  the 
pi’oblems  of  the  individual  child  is  to  l>e  stres.sed. 
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Mr.  William  H.  Wells,  Psychologist 


Followiiio-  this  a routine  daily  schedule  was  established  which 
allowed  time  for  testin<2:  and  evaluating  a child’s  j)sychological 
])erforinance  in  the  mornino-s  with  the  afternoons  for  providing 
})sychological  counseling  services  to  the  deaf,  blind  and  aphasic 
children. 

A total  i)sychological  evaluation  jtrograin  has  beezi  ])rovided 
for  eighty  children.  Individual  written  re])orts  on  the  various 
aspects  of  their  intelligence  and  personality  as  well  as  resulting 
recoininendations  were  written  for  each  child  and  sent  to  the 
Superintendent.  The  recommendations  for  each  child  have  been 
carried  out,  for  the  most  part,  b}^  interdepartmental  meetings 
and  coo[)eration.  There  were  also  fourteen  new  admissions  or 
candidates  for  admission  who  have  been  tested  this  de])art- 
ment. 


In  terms  of  counseling  this  department  has  ])rovided  direct 
psycholo»ri<‘al  counselinjr  services  to  twenty-ei^lit  students  ^vho 
were  either  referi-ed  hy  a teacher  or  administrator  or  who  came 
to  tlie  department  hy  self-referral.  'I'here  have  also  been  IS  chil- 
di-tm  to  benefit  fi'om  this  service  indiirctly  by  our  own  behavioi- 
modification  ])i‘otxram.  which  has  proven  so  effective  witli  hear- 
Inir  and  seein<r  children.  'I'here  w(>r(‘  thii'ty-five  (half,  eiiiht  blind 
and  thr(>e  aphasic  childi-en  who  wei-e  able  to  make  use  of  onr 
counselin<r  st'rvices  for  a total  of  apj)roximately  one  hundred  and 
foi'ty-fi\  e sessions  of  4r)-(‘)()  minutes  each. 

Kes('ai’ch  is  only  a minor  paid  of  a p.sycholo^ical  .'service  facili- 
ty: however,  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  help  that  dejiaidment 
better  understand  its  clients  and  to  help  it  meet  those  clients’ 
mvds.  ^^’ith  tliis  in  mind,  we  instituted  a ])ilot  ])i*o^ram  of  be- 
havior modification  utilizing  basic  leaniin^  pi-incii)les  in  a cla.^ 
with  shy  withdrawn  deaf  childi-en.  This  ])i-o<rram  was  evaluated 
afti'r  two  weeks  and  was  jud^red  very  .successful.  As  a result  the 
pi-o^ram  was  written  ii])  and  submitted  to  the  deaf  publication 
Amrri(‘(ni  Atnuils  of  thv  Uvof  for  their  considei*at ion. 

•V  .second  ludiavior  modification  program  was  designed  for  a 
class  with  a<r^ressive.  disiMi|)tive  deaf  children.  'Phis  ])i-o^ram 
was  be^un  approximately  six  weeks  prior  to  llie  end  of  .school 
and  will  be  carried  out  and  evaluated  at  the  close  of  scliool.  To 
dat“  it  has  Ixam  judged  (piite  succi'ssful  by  tin'  participating^ 
teacher  and  liei’  supervisors. 

r»oth  of  these  jirojirams  indicati*  tlu>  ease  and  feasibility  of 
usin^  the  simple  theoi-ies  of  learning  with  deaf  childiam.  'Ilu' 
t(‘ach('rs  in\i)lved  in  the  two  di'si^^ns  w(>re  (]uite  pleased  and  ex- 
pi-essed  a d(>sir(>  to  continm*  tin'  programs.  It  is  jiro^rams  of  this 
nature  and  sco|)(‘  that  allow  the  teaclu'r  to  contribute  sic-nificant- 
ly  towaral  tin*  |)sycho(*ducalional  well-bein^  of  her  students  and 
to  help  instill  in  them  a love  of  school  atid  the  hauaiin^  (>xp('r- 
ience. 

'rids  depai-tment  is.  at  tlie  saim>  time,  involved  in  din'ctin^^  a 
team  approach  to  the  diagnostic  evaluation  of  the  blind  in  this 
state's  institutions  foi'  tin*  mentally  ladaiah'd  and  the  blind  in  co- 
op«*i*ation  with  the  Department  of  M('iital  Ketaialation  and  the 
rommission  for  tlie  Blind.  'Fids  team  consists  of  a nu'dical  d<M‘- 
toi’.  o|)hthalmol()c:ist.  })sycholo^ist.  social  woi*k('r.  special  educa- 
tor. educator  in  the  field  of  the  blind,  and  a repi-esentativ(>  of 
th(‘  (V)mndssion  for  tlie  Blind.  Tlie  team  was  establish(‘d  to 


j)roperly  identify  those  children  who  are  of  scliool  age,  whose 
degree  of  mental  retardation  is  in  question  and  who  are  legally 
blind  so  that  they  could  be  placed  in  the  proper  facilit}^  for  edu- 
cational benefits.  This  team  is  currently  in  the  j)rocess  of  exam- 
ining children  in  the  various  state  institutions. 

ddiis  past  school  year  has  also  seen  this  department  involved 
in  counseling  Avith  numerous  parents  regarding  their  child’s  ])sy- 
chological  growth  and  behavior.  These  have  usually  ]U‘Oved  to 
he  most  helpful  for  the  parents  and  for  the  child. 

Finally,  this  department  has  attem])ted  to  emphasize  its  will- 
ingness to  cooi)erate  and  make  its  services  available  to  the  teach- 
ei-s  and  to  the  other  services  located  here  on  our  camj)us. 

KFPOKT  OF  THE  DIRECTOK  OF 
THE  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

Continued  progress  this  year  in  the  music  department  has  been 
made  in  the  field  of  .singing  under  the  able  direction  of  IMr. 
John  E.  'Williams.  The  Chorus  presented  programs  for  the 
Ijions  Club  in  Spartanburg  and  in  Saluda,  South  Carolina,  and 
on  both  occasions  were  Avell  receiA’ed.  They  also  sang  for  the 
Pai-ent-Teacher  Organization  on  the  campus  and  in  other  reci- 
tals. IMrs.  Martha  Scott  again  gaA'e  the  Florence  'rhoniAvell 
Music  AAvard  to  the  .student  making  the  most  significant  prog- 
ress. The  student  this  year,  a ])iani.st  as  Avell  as  a singer.  Avas 
Mi.ss  Faye  Ihirgess  of  Orangeburg. 

'File  Pa.st-Presidents  Junior  Music  Club  .sponsored  several  pro- 
grams on  the  campus  at  their  monthly  meetings.  They  invited 
several  young  pianists  from  Conver.se  College  Pre-college  De- 
partment Avho  gave  a very  interesting  rec-ital.  Another  varied  and 
interesting  program  Avas  pre.sented  by  Miss  Sylvia  Sammons,  a 
former  student  in  our  music  department. 

Four  of  our  pianists  Avere  Avell  received  at  the  State  Conven- 
tion of  the  Federation  of  Mu.sic  Clubs  held  in  Greenville  on 
A|)ril  17.  The  Federation  of  iMusic  (dubs,  through  the  efforts 
of  Mrs.  Harold  E.  Jeiwey  of  Columbia,  presented  the  mu.rtc  de- 
partment Avith  a tape  recoi-der  which  was  greatly  needed  and  aj)- 
])reciated. 

Some  efforts  have  been  made  to  provide  the  Aphasic  Depart- 
ment Avith  listening  materials  for  music  appreciation.  Recoials 
ti‘ansfenvd  to  tapes  ha\'e  been  proA'ided  for  this  purpose.

Several  s])ecial  pro^i'ams  which  were  desi^iu'd  to  aid  the  stu- 
dent in  (h'tt'rmiidn^  his  or  her  vocational  ohjwtivtu  as  well  as 
provide  an  opportunity  to  develop  .nIvIIIs  nec(>ssai‘v  for  futui’e  (>m- 
ployment  were  iuij)lemented.  ( )m>  of  thcs<'  ])ro<rrams.  Personal 
.Vdjustment  d raining,  desi^iu'd  as  a Summei"  (dimp  Program 
comhiiu'd  siipi'rvised  ivcreational  activities  with  an  involvement 
of  th«>  student  in  mobility,  communication  skills.  honuMuakinff. 
ty|)in^.  handici-afts  and  ex])osure  to  vending  stand  training. 

.V  second  pi'o^ram  which  hiirhlijrhtiMl  this  y<‘ai’’s  ])i'o^ram  was 
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Soutlu'asttM’ii  ('areer  Day  Pi'o^raui  s])ons()i'(Ml  by  tlu*  Associa- 
tion for  the  Education  of  the  Visually  Handicapped.  This  pro- 
o-rain  was  held  in  Atlanta.  Georjiia,  and  included  sightseeing  ex- 
cursions to  various  ]ioints  of  interest  along  Avith  the  o])])ortunity 
for  .students  to  meet  Avith  blind  Avorkers  from  an  array  of  occu- 
])ations.  The  students  Avere  able  to  ask  (|uestions  and  hear  lec- 
tures on  Avork  possibilities  for  vi.sually  handica])])ed  ]>ersons  in 
more  than  a hundred  A’ocations. 

-Vnother  specialized  program.  Mobility  Instruction.  Avas  in- 
corporated into  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  services  at  this 
location.  This  })rogram  is  designed  to  familiarize  the  student 
Avith  various  travel  techniques,  including  cane  travel,  Avhich  en- 
ables the  blind  individual  to  travel  independently.  The  instruc- 
tor. Miss  Sylvia  Holden,  reports  that  fourteen  students  haA'e  re- 
ceived instruction  in  mobility. 

It  is  felt  that  the  combined  execution  of  the  ])rograms  outlined 
above  have  and  Avill  aid  in  the  development  and  potential  of 
those  blind  and  A’isually  handicapped  students  at  the  South  Car- 
olina School  for  the  Illind. 

REPORT  OF  THE  VOCATIONAL  REHABILITATION 
FACILITY  FOR  THE  DEAF 

d'he  Program  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Services,  through 
the  Cedar  Spring  Rehabilitation  Facility.  Avas  expanded  so  that 
the  Counselor  was  carrying  on  his  caseload  seventy-eight  at  the 
end  of  the  school  year.  In  addition  to  continuing  services  that 
had  been  ])rovided  in  the  jAast.  the  ])rogram  Avas  enriched  con- 
siderably for  this  second  year  of  o])eration  by  the  addition  of 
an  evaluation  Avorkshop  laboratory  and  a testing  center.  This 
Avorkshop  ])rovided  a means  for  the  Counselor  and  the  EA'aluator 
to  do  ])reliminary  evaluation  ])rior  to  placing  stud^'iits  on  job 
tryouts. 

d'he  Facility  has  been  concerned  Avith  a greater  number  of 
seniors  this  year  and  much  time  Avas  given  to  Avorking  Avith  these 
students  on  an  indiA’idual  basis.  Of  the  tAventy-three  seniors  all 
who  needed  a hearing  aid  have  been  fitted — a total  of  ten.  Four 
of  these  .seniors  will  continue  their  education  at  some  institution 
of  higher  learning  in  the  fall.  The  Facility  has  assisted  these 
students  in  making  application  and  other  preparation  for  attend- 
in<r  the  college  of  their  choice.  An  additional  seA’en  of  these  stu- 


dents  have  received  vcxaitional  traiiiin<^  wliich  has  been, 

at  least  in  part,  developed  by  the  Facility's  Staff.  This  training 
has  been  accomplished  on  the  job  and  in  training  institntion.s. 
as  well  as  in  the  s<-hoors  \hx‘ational  l^ejiartment. 

In  addition  to  workinjr  with  the  stodors.  the  Facility  has  ])ro- 
vided  rather  extensive  stM'vices  to  other  students  such  as  medical 
and  vocational  evaluation,  fitting  of  numerous  heai'in^  aids, 
woi-k  adjustment  training  and  on  the  job  evaluation  and  traiii- 
inL^  I he  Facility  feels  that  particularly  with  the  addition  of  the 
workshop  laboratory,  the  proclaim  will  l>e  abb*  to  provide  a bet- 
ter (piality  of  sei-vices  to  all  .students. 

In  order  to  make  the  ])ro^i-am  of  the  Facility  more  meaning- 
ful in  terms  of  future  assistance  to  the  .students.  Vex’ational  Fe- 
habilitation  and  the  South  ('ai’olina  Schofd  for  the  Deaf  jointly 
sponsori'd  a two-day  meeting  in  A]n‘il.  1070,  which  was  held  on 
the  campu.s.  The  purpose  of  this  meetin<^  was  to  brin<r  about  bet- 
tei-  coordination  of  all  .services  foi-  the  deaf  in  South  C'ai-olina. 
Ihirticulai*  emphasis  was  on  the  coordination  of  activity  between 
^^H•ational  Rehabilitation  offices  throughout  the  .state  and  the 
educational  sei-vices  foi-  the  deaf  pi-ovided  at  the  South  ('arolina 
School  foi-  the  Dtaif. 

In  attendance  at  this  meetin<r  were  i-epresentati ve.s  of  many 
different  groups  and  agencies  who  are.  at  various  tinu's.  involved 
in  working  with  tlu*  deaf.  The  d(‘af  community  itself  was  also 
n'presented.  One  of  the  accom])lishments  of  this  conference  was 
the  brinc-in^  together  here  at  the  South  ('ai-olina  ScIkm)!  for  the 
Deaf,  a n^presentative  from  I'ach  ^^K•ational  Rehabilitation  of- 
fice in  South  Carolina.  It  was  ^ern'i-ally  felt  that  tlu*  (*onference 
as  a whole  succeeded  in  opening  up  lines  of  communication  with 
thes(*  diffei-ent  organizations  in  behalf  of  the  deaf  community. 

Plans  are  for-  this  type  meetin<x  to  be  an  annual  (>vent  which 
can  jrreatly  <*nrich  the  Facility's  profiram  for  the  deaf  .■students 
at  the  South  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf.
